HOT SPRINGS, Ark., March 
31 — A new city amusement 
tax, operating under the high- 
sounding name of “Hot Springs 
Municipal Auditorium and 
Civic Improvement Fund,” is | 
swelling tne ft-easury of this | 
resort city with cash from its | 
illegal handbooks and thriving | 
gambling casinos. 


The City Council, aware that 
wide-open, illegal gambling was 
drawing a record number of 
visitors to the area, last Dec. | 
15 passed an ordinance taxing 
gambling and the sale of liquor 
by the drink, also illegal in| 
Hot Springs. 

The tax, payable three 
months in advance, began Jan. 
2. 

City Clerk Emmett Jackson 
told the Post-Dispatch that by 
mid-March $80,000 had been 
collected for civic improve- 
ments. The law specifies that 
the money must be spent for 
a new auditorium and other 
improvements. 

It is stated in the ordinance 
that, “It is not the intention 
of the City Council to legalize 
any of the operations, but if 
same are conducted taxes shall 
be paid.” 

The city clerk is required to 
publish results of the collection 
each July 1 and Jan. 1

yambling casinos are divid- 
ed, for purposes of the tax, 
into “a large place” and “a 
small place.” 

“A large place, wherein the 
public, or private members, 
can play craps, blackjack, rou- 
Jette, chuck-a-luck, poker 
rummy or other games of 
chance, shall pay an amuse- | 
ment tax to the city in the sum | 
of $500 a month”, the ordi- | 
nance provides. | 

“A small place” offering the | 
same “amusement” opportun- | 
ities is taxed $200 a month. A | 
tax stamp issued as a receipt 
is not a license, the ordinance 
warns, but may be displayed 
publicly, The tax must be paid 
within five days of the date 
due, and no notice is given. 

Handbooks must pay a $200- 
a-month tax. They are de- 
scribed in the ordinance as, 
*Any person, firm, partnership, 
association, organization, estab- 
lishment, public or private club 
or corporation giving results 
of sporting events, such as 
horse racing, football, baseball, 
basketball and prize fights to 
the public or private members 
wherein wagers can be made.”

Racing information services 
and clubs catering only to card 
players, including poker, 
twenty-one and rummy, are 
taxed $50 a month each. 

The ordinance points out that 
the City Council had “ascer- 
tained that certain forms of 
amusement and entertainment 
are being conducted, from 
which the city has not received 
any taxes.” The bill was signed 
by Mayor Floyd A. Housley as 
an emergency measure the day 
it was passed. 

Other taxes fixed under the 
new ordinance include the fol- 
lowing: $50 a month for run- 
ning a bingo game; $5 a month 
on each slot machine and each 
pinbal] machine in operaticn; 
$50 a month for any club dis- 
pensing alcoholic drinks and |

WASHINGTON, March 31 
(AP)—Americans smoked cig- 
arettes last year at the rate 
of 185 packs for every person 
15 years of age older, the Ag- | 
riculture Department reported 
yesterday. 

Cigarette output last year 
was. 470 billion, 6 per cent 
above the previous record set 
in 1957. The 1958 cost to smok- 
ers was $5,700,000,000. 

Cigarette consumption gained 
more from 1957 through 1958 
than in any other two-year 
period in history. This year’s 
figures are expected to top 
1958. 

Federal, state and local taxes 
on cigarettes in 1958 totaled 
$2,440,000,000, which was a

McElroy said at a news con- 
ference that decisions to hold 
a foreign ministers’ conference 
on the issue have increased 
the hope that a settlement can 
be reached, but the United 
States is prepared to fight if 
necessary. 

Asked whether a war be- 
tween the United States and 
Russia would involve nuclear 
weapons, McElroy _ replied: 
“When Russia fights this coun- 
try it won't be with rifles.” 

McElroy said Russia may try 
to push the United State¢ into 
new “brushfire’’ conflicts, but 
can be expected to steer clear 
of nuclear war. 

McElroy spoke at a Repub- 
lican rally here last night. His 
speech at the dinner was es- 
sentially the same as the one 
he delivered earlier in the day 
in Detroit. In it, the defense 


chief said the United States 
has the retaliatory power to 
crush the Soviet Union if it 
attacks. 

Recent orders cutting the 
size of the Army and Marine 
Corps will not detract from 


this country’s ability to handle 
small scale wars, McElroy said. 

As for the possibility of a 
nuclear struggle, he said the 
United States can afford to 
lean strongly on air power be- 
cause it has advance bases. 
Russia, he said, does not have 
bases so well situated. 

For this reason, McElroy 
said, the Russians have to put 
greater reliance on missiles. 
The real question about wheth- 
er the United States is pursu- 
ing the right course might not 
come to a.head for three or 
four years, he added. 

As for the years to come, 
McElroy said, “we believe that 
our planned military programs 
will keep us, as we are now, 
ahead of the Soviet Union in 


over-all strength at any pro- 
jected point in the future.” 
Counting allied forces, the 


defense secretary said the free 
world also will continue to 
have the means to cope wi 
brushfire, or limited type, wars 
in which Russia might not be- 
come directly involved.

DU PONT SHARES 


CHICAGO, March 31 (AP)— 
A Chicago banker testified yes- 
terday his bank has eut pur- 
chases of Du Pont stock for its 
trust accounts since the United 
States Supreme Court ordered 
Du Pont to dissalve its interest 
in General Motors Corp. 

David M. Kennedy, chairman 
of the Continental Illinois Na- 
tional Bank and Trust Co., de- 
scribed the policy change at a 
United States District Court 
hearing. The hearing is being 
conducted to determine how 
the companies should comply 
with the Supreme Court ruling. 

Du Pont owns 23 per cent of 
General Motors stock, worth 
about, three billion dollars. Du 
Pont also is the largest sup- 
plier of G.M. fabrics and fin- 
ishes. The Supreme Court held 
the relationship bore a tend- 
ency toward monopoly and di- 
rected the District Court to 
work out a plan to correct the 
situation. 

The Federal Government, 
which instituted the original 
anti-trust proceedings, has pro-

posed that Du Pont sell 20,- | 


000,000 of its 63,000,000 G.M. 
shares in the open market over 
a 10-year period. The remain- 
ing 43,000,000 shares would be 
allotted to Du Pont sharehold- 
ers. 

Du Pont contends this plan 
would depress the values of 
Du Pont and G.M. shares. Du 
Pont proposed that it retain 
ownership of the General Mo- 
tors shares but pass voting 
rights to Du Pont shareholders. 

Kennedy related that from 
January *1956 until June 
1957, the day of the Supreme 
Court ruling, his bank’s trust 
department bought 4007 shares 
of Du Pont and sold 937 
shares. From then until Feb. 
19, 1959, the bank bought 1523 
shares and sold 18,238 shares. 

Under the Gevernment plan 
Du Pont stockholders would re- 
ceive 1.38 shares of General 
Motors for each share of Du 
Pont they own. 

Kennedy said that as of Jan- 
uary 1959 his trust department 
had 539 taxable trust accounts 
containing 87,530 Du Pont com- 
mon_ shares. He estimated 
adoption of the Government 
plan would cause a tax bite of 
between 50 and 60 per cent of 
G.M. shares which would be 
redistributed to trusts now 
owning Du Pont. 

Kennedy said the bank man- 
ages 1221 trust accounts hold- 
ing 845,323 shares of G.M. 
common stock with a market 
value of $38,884,858. 

A Chicago stock broker, 
Russell Forgan, testified he 
thinks there would be a sharp 
drop in the market price of 
G.M. stock if the Government 
plan is adopted.

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Bouncing Neutrons Indicate 


Some Atoms Have Blisters 


ew York Times News Service 
CAMBRI DGE, Mass.., 
31—First experimental evi- 
dence that atoms are not all 
neat round shapes like billiard 
balls was presented here yes- 
terday at the opening of a spe- 
cial meeting on solid state 
physics by the American Physi- 
cal Society. 
The atoms of at least two 
magnetic materials—nickel and 


cobalt—are shaped like balls 
with six or eight blisters on 


them. The atoms of iron are 
round, it was reported. 

The studies, it is believed. 
may help explain what mag- 
netism is, in addition to show- 
ing the shape of atoms. 

The results of analysis of the 
scattering of neutrons fired 
like bullets at atoms of iron. 
nickel and cobalt were reported 
by Dr. Arthur J. Freeman and 
Dr. Robert J. Weiss of the 
ordinance materials research 
office at Watertown arsenal. 

The mathematical analysis of 
the way the neutrons bounced 
off magnetic atoms indicated 
the first known experimental 
evidence that atoms themselves 
are not all round balls.

Ordinarily, Dr. Freeman said, 
it has been believed that the 
electrons whirling about the 
nucleus follow precise orbits. 
This should make the atom a 
neat sphere. 


However, he said, studies of 
neutron scattering now show 
that the orbital electrons trav- 
eling close to the speed of 
light trace out other shapes. 
Iron atoms are surrounded by 
an electron cloud similar to a 
sphere. But in nickel and co- 
balt the electrons form cigar- 
Shaped lobes—six lobes _in- 
closed in a cubic 
eight lobes pointing to the cor- 
ners of a cubic arrangement. 
The result: spheres with blis- 
ters. 

Neutrons are scattered only 
by electrons which make a ma- 
terial magnetic, Dr. Freeman 
said. Magnetism is’ caused by 
uncoupled electrons in the 
clouds surrounding the  nu- 
cleus. Since only a few elec- 
irons in Magnetic materials 
scatter bombarding neutrons, 
the new studies are more pre- 
cise than earlier X-ray studies. 

“It is hoped,” Dr. Freeman 
reported, “that this new infor- 
mation wili help lead to a 
theory which will predict and 
explain magnetism.”

This 
was the first time America had

What drew the Russian fire

The 
report might startle Americans 
who tend to take news of the 
tension over integration in the 
South as the whole story of the 
Negro in America

there are today 206,000 Negroes

a Paul Robeson concert, and 
lvnched Negroes hanging from 
a tree 
Attractive to Russians. 

Thus with the ammunition 
out of the past Komsomolets 
with a circulation at least 10 
times ‘that of America, sou@ht 
to overcome the facts of pres- 
ent-day Negro life. It the

What Price Teen Driving? 

Recently a Belleville admini- 
strator noticed a definite correla- 
tion between low grades and driv- 
ing cars to school. A recent issue 
of a magazine which’ goes to 
school administrators carried an 
even stronger article by a New 
York administrator who had made 


a four-year study revealing that 
among the A students, a very 
small percentage drove cars to 
school, while among the F stu- 
dents, 100 per cent drove to 
school. As the proportion of cars 
driven went up, the grades went 
down. 


But would our school admini- 
strators ever forbid students to 
drive cars to school and peel in 
and out of lots? They haven't the 
guts. They are afraid they might 
lose their jobs or at least have a 
bond issue defeated. They don’t 
have the nerve to find out, either. 

Almost all county schools have 
bus service. Many mamas drive 
their hulking .helpless darlings to 
school, so that traffic is backed 
up for blocks before and after 
school. Some schools even have 
public bus service running close 
by. But whereas once it was said 
that every boy should have a dog, 
now it’s that every boy should 
have a car. 


One of the feeble excuses of- 
fered is that they have afternoon 
jobs to get to and can’t get there 
without the car. Investigation 
would show, however, that. the 
jobs are for the purpose of sup- 
porting the cars. It would further 
show that their parents buy them 
cars before they will buy a dic- 
tionary, much less an encyclo- 
pedia. Sounds ridiculous, but it’s 
true. 


Forbidding students to drive to 
school wouldn't prevent all acci- 
dents, but it might prevent some. 

Who cares? Anybody?

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Cervantes Over Garesche 


The issue in next Tuesday’s election for the 
aldermanic presidency is the future fiscal sta- 
bility of St. Louis. 


Voters who believe in fairy stories are like- 
ly to mark their ballots for Republican Rich- 
ard L. Garesche, who promises to achieve the 
miracle of reducing spending while improving 
services. 


Those who understand that government 
costs money will vote for Democrat A. J. Cer- 
vantes, who promises to distribute these neces- 
sary costs as equitably as can be. If the vot- 
ers eventually approve an increase in the 
earnings tax, which he favors, then he will 
seek to reduce or eliminate such nuisance 
taxes as those on gasoline and cigarettes. 


We believe Mr. Cervantes’s approach is far 
more responsible and informed than Mr. Ga- 
resche’s, and we favor Mr. Cervantes’s election.

In the campaign to date Mr. Garesche has 
employed essentially the same strategy as 
Republican Richard J. Mehan used two years 
ago against Mayor Tucker. Mr. Mehan sought 
to win by standing against virtually everything 
controversial that the Mayor was for, regard- 
less of the merits of the particular issue. It 
was a poorly advised campaign. 


Mr. Garesche is soliciting votes by standing 
four-square against new taxes—especially a 
higher earnings tax—and implying that Alder- 
man Cervantes is running on a platform of 
higher taxes. Nothing could be more inac- 
curate, and it is no great recommendation for 
Mr. Garesche that he seems to see merit in 
this type of campaign. 


Nobody wants new taxes, including Mr. Cer- 
vantes. But to continue existing services 
without new revenue in a period of price in- 
flation is impossible, as the Board of Alder- 
men proved in the city’s last two fiscal crises. 
Both times, the Board was sympathetic to the 
demagogic leadership of an irresponsible al- 
derman who was against taxes. But talking 
“anti-tax” and making good on it are two dif- 
ferent things. 


In fiscal 57-58, for example, the Aldermen 
were able to cut the $59,000,000 budget pro- 
posed by the Board of Estimate by less than 1 
per cent. After months of haggling, the mem- 
bers reluctantly raised $4,005,000 in new reve- 
nue to prevent a cut in services. In fiscal 
58-59 this experience was repeated, the Alder- 
men being unable to cut the budget by as 
much as 1 per cent, while at the same time 
being forced to raise $4,071,000 to prevent 
services from being cut back. 


The Aldermen failed to raise sufficient new 
money and the city now faces a $2,500,000 
deficit. Enactment of the Senate-passed earn- 
ings tax enabling bill, which would permit St. 
Louisans to vote on whether to increase the 
tax that suburbanites also pay, is indispensa- 
ble. Mr. Cervantes admits it, reluctantly; Mr. 
Garesche says No. 


Alderman Cervantes, who is supported by 
Mayor Tucker, would bring to the aldermanic 
presidency and to the place on the Board of 
Estimate that goes with it the more responsi- 
ble approach to public affairs. 


Mother Mix-U p in Kansas 


Now it develops that as a result of a cleri- 
cal error in New York there was a whole 
slough of “mothers of the year” in Kansas 
alone. The mother in Washington, Kan., who 
touched off a community celebration, was just 
one in 39 who received the wrong letter from 
the Manhattan office. They all should have 
been sent no more than a letter inviting them 
to join the national organization. 


We feel for these good ladies in their em- 
barrassment. Yet if it serves to slow down 
the headlong, greedy commercialization of 
mothers of the year, and fathers, and juniors, 
of kings and queens and princes of this and 
that, of families and all-star groups and the 
best, the most promising and what have you, 
the bursted Kansas bubble will have served a 
good end. 


The clerk who grabbed up the wrong letters 
and sent them on their way to Kansas doubt- 
less is being disciplined for carelessness. A 
reward for disinterested public service would 
be much more nearly in order. 


Something to Think About 


Stephen A. Mitchell, former chairman of 
the Democratic national committee, has writ- 
ten a book whose purpose is to further the 
development of grassroots political groups for 
study and activities outside regular party ma- 
chinery. He calls it “Elm Street Politics” 
after the Chicago street on which he lives. 
But if Mr. Mitchell’s words are read in terms 
of local voter organization, they will be noted 
perhaps even more for their sober warning 
that 1960 is not necessarily going to be a 
Democratic year. He says not only that 
the Republican party is not dead, but 
that it may rise up from the 1958 debacle as 
dramatically as the Democrats have managed 
to do after crushing defeats. Above all, he 
warns against either party being dominated 
“by a small clique of a few leaders or ‘boss- 
es.’’’ He might have been speaking about the 
situation in the St. Louis Board of Aldermen, 
the Missouri Legislature—or the Texas-run 
Congress in Washington. 


Elections for Algeria 


France has decided to try elections again in 
Algeria—or at least in that part of Algeria 
where the military situation does not prevent 
voting. In April—after Ramadan, the month- 
long Moslem period of fasting—Algerians are 
to have an opportunity to elect municipal 
councils. Since the councils will choose the 
mayors and the deputy mayors, this means a 
chance for the Moslems to take over munici- 
pal administrations everywhere except in 
Oran, the one area in which Europeans 
predominate. 5 


Moslem self-government on the local level 
could be a step toward the political organiza- 
tion desirable for a settlement of the French- 
Algerian cleavage. Assuming that the French 


electoral commission will be fair and that the 


military situation will not be used as an ex- 
cuse for postponing elections in key areas, 
the question is whether the Algerians will 
avail themselves of this opportunity. The na- 
tionalist rebels, of course, want much more 
sweeping concessions. They may induce many 
Algerians not to be candidates and not to 
vote. If so, the elections will produce only a 
list of French “stooges” similar to the Mos- 
lems elected to the Parliament of the Fifth 
Republic. The lot of such men would not be 


pa a 


happy. They would hold power which Euro- 
peans in Algeria have been accustomed to ex- 
ercise, and they would not be representative 
of a majority of their countrymen. Yet short 
of some way of inducing the nationalists to 
enter discussions and the electoral contests, 
too, this is about as promising a proposal as 
Paris could make. It is a gesture of good will 
on De Gaulle’s part, the offer of at least half 
a loaf of self-government, but even Paris prob- 
ably believes that it will only buy more time. 


Why Polaris Counts Most 


The news that Secretary of Defense McEI- 
roy is to pass soon on a plan that would speed 


’ production of nuclear-powered and Polaris- 


equipped submarines is of greater import 
than the news that Italy and the United States 
have signed an agreement to equip Italian 
forces with American intermediate range 
missiles. 

The fundamental American military prob- 
lem is how to deter war by developing over- 
whelming capacity for deadly retaliation in 
case of attack. This means the United States 
must possess as high a degree of invulner- 
ability to surprise attack as can be attained. 
Obviously a missile-firing submarine, with its 
ability to move undetected for weeks and for 
thousands of miles under water, is far closer 
to invulnerability than is a fixed land base 
which can be pin-pointed on a map and is also 
subject to sabotage. 

A new secret study of the Navy’s solid- 
fueled Polaris is reported to show that this 
IRBM is even more promising than had been 
thought a few months ago. It is beyond com- 
parison with the liquid-fueled Jupiter. Yet 
construction has been authorized for only six 
Polaris type submarines with three more due 
to be authorized before June 30. The Navy 
wants the Administration to release $300,- 
000,000 which Congress appropriated for Po- 
laris submarines last year but which never 
has been spent. With the first Polaris missiles 
scheduled to be combat-ready in 1960, and 
atomic-submarines requiring three years for 
construction, the Navy believes 12 such sub- 
marines should be laid down annually until 
a fleet of about 50 is provided for. 


At the same time, realizing that whatever 
this country can do Russia also probably can 
do now or later, the Navy wants more funds 
for strengthening its anti-submarine warfare 
system. The advances in this field have been 
rapid and tests have shown the Navy is lag- 
ging there. Vice Adm. Hyman Rickover, fath- 
er of the atomic submarine, said this week 
that nuclear-powered attack submarines were 
needed to keep the American coasts safe 
from any Soviet submarine missile attack. 


The nuclear submarine, with many millions 
of cubic miles of ocean available for maneuver 
and for launching sites, seems a most effec- 
tive retaliatory weapon. From the evidence, 
it is apparent that the Administration should 
push ahead far more rapidly than it has with 
the nuclear submarine and the Polaris missile. 
They are good insurance against the unthink- 
able war in which victor would be little better 
off than vanquished. 


Ohio’s Refreshing New Senator 


Ohio’s Senator Stephen M. Young, who 
pulled the biggest surprise of the 1958 con- 
gressional election by jolting the deeply in- 
trenched John W. Bricker out of his seat, is 
proving to be just about the most refreshing 
member of the upper chamber. 


Take: the matter of the investments of mem- 
bers of Congress as possible cause of a con- 
flict of interest. There have been bills in 
Congress to require all members to list their 
holdings, but such proposals have never got- 
ten even half way to first base. Senator 
Young does not concern himself with a bill to 
regulate others. He just acts as if there was 
a law in effect that applied to him. And so 
he has listed voluntarily all his stock holdings 
to a total of about $275,000. 

More than that, the Ohio Democrat is sell- 
ing his sugar stocks. As a member of the 
Senate Agriculture Committee he will be deal- 
ing with legislation concerning sugar imports. 
He does not want to be holding any Cuban 
and Puerto Rican sugar shares when he passes 
on sugar import bills. The list of his holdings 
includes stocks of many leading oil companies, 
but he has already declared himself against 
the oil companies on the 2742 per cent deple- 
tion allowance. He says he is ready to vote to 
reduce it whenever the issue comes up in 
Congress. 

This voluntary disclosure is a drastic move 
and it will not increase Senator Young’s popu- 
larity among his colleagues, most of whom do 
not want to reveal even so much as their of- 
fice payrolls. 
about the connections of those who represent 
them the better informed they will be—and 
the better able to appraise what happens on 
Capitol Hill. 


Transit Can Be Cured 


Believe it or not, there is an embarrass- 
ment of technological means for solving the 
transit problem afflicting St. Louis and every 
other American metropolitan center. Motor- 
ists inching through peak-hour traffic in a 
machine that is fundamentally unchanged 
from what it was in 1910 may find it hard to 
believe. The same goes for the faithful Mis- 
souri Pacific commuters riding a train that 
is essentially the same vehicle that made the 
trip to Kirkwood just after the Civil War. 

But a recent survey by The New York Times 
has turned up the happy finding that there 
are numerous new and economical devices 
for moving great masses of people quickly, 
comfortably and automatically throughout our 
cities. The monorail concept, now some two 
generations old, is relatively ancient. A New 
Jersey engineer has devised a system of self- 
propelled, self-coupling and _ electronically- 
manipulated cars that start as busses, couple 
into bus-trains, drive on road or rail, and 
then detach into individual bus-type units— 
all automatically. One automobile company’s 
scientists have even designed a vehicle with- 
out wheels that is capable of 300-to-500-mile- 
an-hour operation on a thin cushion of com- 
pressed air created by multiple jet nozzles. In 
each case automation is the guiding principle. 


Why can’t we have these twentieth-century 
miracles now? There are many reasons, in- 
cluding the inability of transit companies and 
railroads to borrow money to finance such 
improvements. 
probably are legal and social. Legally, one 
government agency with saw ae control 
over' transit throughout a metropolitan area 
is a prerequisite. Socially, the problem is 
how to make the automobile serve the public 
interest, and this may be the most difficult 
one of all.

Secrecy as a Threat to Freedom 
Missouri Senator Offers Program to Help Keep Public Business Public

During the past several years the 
Senate Constitutional Rights Sub- 
committee has been making a de- 
tailed study to determine the extent 
to which restrictions on freedom of 
information are infringing the con- 
stitutional rights of our people. 

Some cases of withholding, sup- 
pression, or delay of information may 
be attributed to military necessity. 

But an alarmingly large num- 
ber can be explained as_ delib- 

erate attempts by 

the public offi- 

pe cials involved to 

: manipulate news. 

The cases which 

of fall in the latter 

category not only 

are inexcusable, 

but, if allowed to 

increase uncheck- 

ed, could pose a serious threat to 

our survival as a free nation. Let 
me cite a few special cases. 


Public Opinion 


Outright Suppression: Possibly the 
most celebrated example of outright 
suppression of information in recent 
years is the refusal of the Adminis- 
tration last year to release the 
Gaither Report to Congress. This re- 
port was submitted to the President 
by a. group of prominent citizens 
after a lengthy study of national 
security requirements. It repeatedly 
warned that the United States faces 
its greatest peril in history. 

Despite its great importance to 
the nation as a whole, the Adminis- 
tration refused to reveal the con- 
tents of the Gaither Report to either 
the Congress or the public, appar- 
ently because of the great political 
embarrassment and public excite- 
ment which might have resulted. 


Delay: Several years ago the then 
Attorney General Herbert Brownell 
appeared on a commercially spon- 
sored nationwide television program 
and broke the news that the Depart- 
ment of Justice intended to file an 
anti-trust suit against the General 
Motors Corporation. Since guests 
on that particular TV program Were 
invited to appear only if they agreed 
in advance to disclose some news- 
worthy item, it seems the Attorney 
General must have delayed the re- 
lease of this news in order to meet 
this obligation. 


Distortion: The President, at a 
White House news conference in 
January, displayed to newsmen a 
five-pound atomic generator or bat- 
tery. An Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion spokesman referred to the bat- 
tery as a “significant breakthrough” 
in nuclear technology. An obvious 
implication of the Atomic Energy 
Commission spokesman’s remarks. 
which were played up in the pres:, 
was that such a lightweight, long- 
life atomic battery could be used 
as a power source in space gatellites 
and vehicles. 

The Atomic Energy Commission 
did nothing to disabuse the press or 
the public of this notion until a 
prominent nuclear physicist public- 
ly raised a quegtion about the po- 
tential hazard to the entire world 
if such a battery, containing highly 
radioactive isotopes, were attempted 
to be launched into space. The 
Atomic Energy Commission then ad- 
mitted that the radioactive’ isotope 
used to power the battery would not 
be used in anything but demonstra- 
tion models. 

It is highly probable that in this 
case the President, as well as the 
press and the public, was misled by 
the facts presented by the AEC. 


Misstatement of Fact: On Dec. 31, 
1957, I, wrote the Defense Depart- 
ment requesting information about 
the handling and organization of the 
official publicity for the Vanguard 
project. On Jan. 29, 1958 an As- 
sistant Secretary of Defense for 
Publie Affairs replied to my letter, 
stating that no new secrecy require- 


ments had been imposed on future 
satellite launchings. 

On Jan. 31, 1958, the Army suc- 
cessfully launched its first Explorer 
satellite. The following day the 
New York Times revealed the exist- 
ence of a secret agreement regarding 
news coverage of satellite and missile 
launchings at Cape Canaveral. The 


general news editor of the Associated 
Press revealed that the agreement— 
to which both the New York Times 
and the Associated Press had been 
parties—had been in existence since 
Jan. 15, 1958 (two weeks prior to

the Assistant Secretary's letter to 
me). The Times reported that “an 
important ecerollary of the agreement 
was that the agreement itself should 
not be published.” 

What can be done to minimize the 
number of such instances and to in- 
sure that the maximum amount of ac- 
curate, up-to-date information about 
government activities is made avail- 
able to the public? Ultimately, the 
answer must lie with the public 
itself. Only if the people consistently 
demonstrate at the polls that they 
will not tolerate public officials who 
conceal, distort, or misstate the facts, 


will such practices be contolled. 
Several steps which Congress might 
take are included in a four-point 
program I proposed just recently for 
the purpose of combating undue sec- 
recy in government. 


The first point Is amendment of 
the public information section of the 
Administration Procedure Act. 


Proposed amendments are em- 
bodied in a bill which I have already 
introduced in the Senate. They 
would tighten the language and 
should make the section the ve- 
hicle for information it was orig- 
inally intended to be. 


The second point is the proposal 
that there be formulated a “Code 
on Executive Privilege” which could 
serve aS a guide in determining 
when the executive branch might 
properly withhold information from 
the Congress and the public under 
the Constitution. Within the past 
several years, the Attorney General, 
with some support from the Presi- 
dent, has advanced what he calls 
the doctrine of “executive privilege.”’ 


In my opinion, this is a naked 
claim to power which simply does 
not exist. I do think that under 
the Constitution the President him- 
self, by necessary implication, is 
given some power to withhold some 
information from the public, espe- 
cially certain matters relating to for- 
eign affairs and military operations, 
but this power has relatively narrow 
limits and cannot be indiscriminately 
exercised by every subordinate in 
the executive branch. 

The third point in my program is 
the development of a federal public 
records law specifying what govern- 
ment papers and documents must be 
open to public inspection, and under 
what exceptional circumstances of- 
ficial records might be withheld from 
the public. Some of the states have 
public record laws now in operation. 


The final point proposed in my 
anti-secrecy program is continued 
congressional surveillance of the in- 
formation practices of the entire fed- 
eral government to discover and 
eliminate all cases in which the peo- 
ple’s right to know about the activ- 
ities of their government is in- 
fringed.

Fold over strand 2 so that it lies parallel to strand 3. Draw 
all strands tight.” 

“T know they’re a little bunchy,” I said to my impatient 
co-braider, “but it'll straighten out. Now, let's see Step 
No. 4.” 


“Hold the center strands, 2 and 4, with the 
forefinger and thumb of the left hand—hmm, have 
to change hands here—and take strand 1 with the 
right hand (Fig. 6) and bring around the back to 
the right and forward to the front between strands 
3 and 4—yes, of course, that’s strand 3—oh no, 
come to think of it, we brought 4 back here be- 
tween 2 and 2 which means 4 is now 3. except 
we folded it over, so then did it become 3 or 2.” 


“If you make a mistake or become confused, take out 
one or two stitches,” the directions advised. We started 
unbraiding. 

This was easier said than done because in braiding 
the top: strands, the end strips had braided themselves 
and it was quite a snarl. Sharp words were exchanged and 
parental respect hung in the balance. Finally we gave the 
whole thing up, the second grader invented his own 
system of braiding which works fine until -ou let go, and 
I retired to the simple chores of which I feel capable, 
such as writing book and taking down draperies. I am 
wiiling to admit something I suspected long ago:

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Diligent Fighter for the Riverfront Arch 


Park Service Regional Director Howard W. Baker Says It Is Key to Whole Project

IF THINGS GO according to 
schedule, which in the light of 
the past 25 years will be some- 
thing of a novelty, the Jeffer- 
son National Expansion Me- 
morial will become an actu- 
ality in 1964. At least that’s 
the present target date. 

When the 590-foot Saarinen 
arch, stainless steel symbol of 
the gateway to the west, stands 
on the St. Louis riverfront, it 
will be a source of consider- 
able pride and satisfaction to 
a lot of people, especially to 
a tall, graying man named 
Howard W. Baker. 

As regional director of the 
National Park Service, under 
whose administration the riv- 
erfront is being developed, 
Baker’s career pretty much 
parallels that of the memorial 
itself. He came into the re- 
gional director’s office in Oma- 
ha in 1937, just one year after 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt designated the riverfront 
area aS a national memorial. 
He has worked on it as re- 
gional architect, associate re- 
gional director and director. 

Baker has a particular in- 
terest in the project for other 
reasons. Although his 10-state 
region contains some pretty 
big projects, such as Yellow- 
stone National Park, Grand 
Teton National Park and Rocky 
Mountain National Park, they 
were all there when Baker 
took over. The Jefferson Na- 
tional Expansion Memoria] will 
be the one completely new 
project im his career. 

Further, he pointed out, 
when interviewed in his office 
in Omaha, it is a unique pro)- 
ect, not only in his region, but 
in the whole national park sys- 
tem. And the one single fea- 
ture which contributes most to 
this quality, he feels, is the pro- 
posed Saarinen arch. Baker 
has been one of the strongest 
proponents of the arch since it 
was designed by Eero Saari- 
nen in 1948, and has fought 
steadily and fiercely against 
various moves to eliminate it. 

“The arch to me,” he says 
flatly, “is the key to the whole 
project. You might as well give 
up the whole thing as to give 
up the arch. What we're trying 
to do here is symbolize the 
whole westward expansion, and 
St. Louis was the gateway to 
this expansion. And the arch 
is the logical symbol. To me 
it would compare with the 
Statue of Liberty, the Washing- 
ton monument and other fa- 
mous landmarks. Many people 
don’t seem to realize what it 
would do for St. Louis.” 

Even in prospect the arch 
has gained a measure of fame, 
and people everywhere ask 
Baker questions about it. One 
of the questions he hears most 
frequently is: What useful pur- 
pose would it serve? To which 
he replies, what useful purpose 
does the Statue of Liberty 
serve, except for people to go 


up in and look around? Yet 
who would part with the 
Statue of Liberty? 

Or, to further the point, 


what useful purpose does the 
Eiffel Tower serve? Yet it is 
the most famous structure in 
the world today, in Baker's 
opinion. And not only is it a 
symbol .of Paris instantly rec- 
ognized by people all over the 
world, but a profitable one at 
that. 

People criticized and ridi- 
culed the Eiffel Tower when it 
was going up But within eight 
months it had paid for itself, 
and for a good many years now 
its elevators have been taking 
up about 1,000,000 people a 
year. 

Baker foresees the day when

the riverfront arch will be as 
famous in relation to St. Louis 
as the Eiffel Tower is to Paris. 
“It, too, will have an elevator, 
or maybe two elevators, going 
to the top, from where people 
can see a vast panoramic view. 
There’s no doubt that it would 
attract people from all over 
the country, even from all] over 
the world.” 

Saarinen’s prize-winning de- 
sign calls for a stainless steel 
arch, a glistening parabola 590 
feet high with its two bases 
600 feet apart. Since the arch 
is to be triangular, the bases 
would be equilateral triangles, 
52 feet on each side. 

The basic plan for the arch 
remains unchanged, with one 
or two minor exceptions. It 
had originally been assumed 
that elevators in the arch 
would start at ground level. 
Present plans cal] for a sub- 
terranean structure beneath 
the arch which will house the 
principal museum in the area. 

“We want visitors to come 
first to the underground mu- 
seum,’ Baker explained. “The 
museum will tell the story of 
westward expansion. From the 
museum they can go to one, 
or maybe either base of the 
arch, and the elevators will 
start from that level. Whether 
visitors will go up in elevators 
or some type of funicular lift is 
something the engineers will 
have to work out.” 

Baker said that within six 
to nine months planners hope 
to be fairly well along with 
some basic design for the ac- 
tual mechanics of the lift. 

Changes also have been 
made in the matter of handling 
visitors to the area. Original 
plans called for visitors to en- 
ter at one corner. “Our pres- 
ent idea,” Baker said, “is to 
bring the visitors first to the 
main attraction, the arch and 
the museum, in the center of 
the area.” 

Present plans call for two 
smalier museums, one at each 
end of the area. They would 
describe steamboat days and 
the development of the rail- 
road. 

“The arch would be the main 
attraction,’ Baker feels. “The 
museums are sidelights.” 

Other changes call for elimi- 
nation of eating places within 
the area. For one thing, Baker 
said, this is contrary to Park 
Service policy within historic 
sites. and for another, he said, 
“We think it makes for better 
business relationships in the 
surrounding area if we don't 
go into direct competition with 
restaurants. If such services

Born -in Dorchester, 
he attended Kansas State Col- 
lege, was graduated with a de- 
gree in architecture, just as the 
depression was setting in.

“I saw an 
announcement of a civil service 
examination for architects. I 
took the exam and not only 
wound up with a job, but one 
I liked.” 

He started in the San Fran- 
cisco office of design and con- 
struction. He was sent to

Omaha in 1937 as regional ar- | 


chitect. moved up to associate 
regional director in 1943, and 
became director in 1950, There 
are 23 areas of the national 
park system under his 10-state 
jurisdiction, with a total of 
about 4,000,000 acres. 

Even after all these years, 
Baker says, a lot of people find 
the connection of the National 
Park Service with the river- 
front project rather obscure.

A year after the act was 
passed, President Franklin D 


Roosevelt set aside the approx- 
imately 82-acre site on the riv- 
ertront as a memorial.

The areas administered by 
the service fall into three main 
categories, Baker explained 
They are parks, monuments 
and memorials. Parks are large 
areas, like Yellowstone, which 
the service tries to preserve 
in their natural state 

\ monument recognizes one 
historical site, or a site with 
unusual geological features, 
such as the Badlands National 
Monument of South Dakota 
and Fort Sumter National 
Monument in South Carolina. 
A monument permits no man- 
made features that weren't al- 
ready there 

A memorial, on 
hand, is a historic site which 
permits man-made _ features. 
Examples are Mount Rushmore 
in South Dakota, the Washing- 
ton Monument in Washington,

U.N. Aid in Iran 


PARIS, March 31. | 
DR. HALSTED, ANNA, NINA AND I spent one morn- | 
ing in Teheran with Thomas Power Jr., who is the United 
Nations resident representative\there, co-ordinating the 
agencies. Iran has next-to-the- | 
largest program in the world dealing with technical assist- 
ance from the U.N., so it is a good place to evaluate the | 
work of the specialized agencies. 


The men sitting around the room were an impressive- 
looking group—fine faces, strong personalities, and for the 
most part they were men who knew many parts of the 
world, for they came from 17 different nations. Mr. Power 
told me afterward that one of the strengths of the U.N. 
program was the fact that they could call upon the knowl- 
edge and skill of so many different nationalities. 


Mr. Power had a number of Americans in his 
group, but often a Pakistani or a Dutchman or a 
Dane could meet particular situations better than 
an American might be able to. He also told me 
that Iranians had been very clever in preparing 
programs and submitting them to the U.N, 


Being a nation of many resources; Agen is getting much 
help from the U.N. in finding ways to help expand and 
accelerate what would otherwise have been done more 
slowly. The U.N. provides the kind of technical knowledge 
that can only be achieved by bringing together training 
and background from many nationalities. 


One of the projects is to map out the whole country 
as to its terrain and as to its resources, such as iron, coal 
and sand. These studies help in planning roads, in the 
development of a railway system, and even in the devel- 
opment of aviation routes. For a long time, I think, avia- 


‘tion will be the only means of travel and communication in 


Iran, despite the fact that it is such a mountainous coun- 
try. The forests that are left are practically inaccessible, 
but they have been mapped and plans are being made to 
build roads so that lumber will become a marketable crop 
in the future. 


There is also activity being carried on in a small way | 
by the U.N. and in a much larger way by the United States 
Point 4 program to develop administrators and clerical | 
help on every level. Records, for instance, have never | 
been kept before, either In business or in Government, nor 
in health and vital statistics. And workers have to be 
trained in order to improve the railways and a signal sys- 
tem on them. Only a short time ago a railway journey was 
a hazardous undertaking because signals were nonexistent. 


The study of the Iranian people, their traits 
and characteristics, is not listed as one of the proj- 
ects, but actually it has to be taken into consid- 
eration in all projects. For instance, several times 
in describing the development of small industries 
and a need for trained workmen, I heard the re- 
mark: “The Iranian is an individualist. He wants 
to do things his own way, but if you can convince 
him that you are offering something better he will 
follow your plans.”
